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General rules of pleading and evidence ordinarily apply in actions to enforce the civil liability 
of a judge or the sureties on an official bond. 


In actions to enforce the civil liabilities of judges or their sureties, general rules govern the 
pleadings, ! and if the action is brought in equity, facts sufficient to state a cause cognizable in 
equity must be stated.” The complaint must allege that the judge acted wholly outside his or her 


jurisdiction? so that if the act complained of is a judicial one, and within the jurisdiction of the 
judge, no allegation of malice, corruption, oppression, tyranny, or want of just or probable cause 


will operate to make the complaint sufficient.“ 


The judge's pleadings, setting forth matter which constitutes a defense to the action, should not be 


dismissed on demurrer as the judge is entitled to an opportunity to establish such matter.” 
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Evidence. 


In actions to enforce the civil liability of judges or their sureties, the general rules of evidence with 


respect to presumptions and burden of proof,° admissibility, ’ and weight and sufficiency® of the 


evidence govern. 
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
